months; the Bath club actually has two 
separate seasons, summer and winter, 
although membership is on a year-round 
basis, and LaGorce is set up with events 
for each of the 12 months of the year. 

Some persons, lucky enough to belong 
to several social clubs, find the daytime 
and nighttime hours crowded with a 
round of events provided by these clubs, 
and for those who belong to five listed 
above — and some do — there’s no 
stopping the social merry-go-round of 
activities on which they embark. 

Steeped in tradition, with a reputa- 
tion as a club for every member of the 
family, is the Bath club of Miami Beach, 
oldest of the “big five’ and currently 
headed by J. E. Pierce of Canada and 
Miami. Nestled behind walls on Collins 
Avenue, Miami Beach, with part of its

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environs a wide expanse of sandy beach, 
it provides a restful, relaxing atmos- 
phere for members, with a weekly pro- 
gram that includes family Sunday lunch- 
eons, Thursday dinners, with dinner 
dances on alternate Saturdays; Tues- 
day bridge, and Ladies Day luncheons 
on Fridays, these latter events including 
fashion shows or other entertainment 
features. 

Special events such as an annual 
Flower Show, Antique Show and Art 
Exhibit are popular at this club and its 
expansive row of cabanas, its swimming 
pool and its tennis courts invite outdoor 
diversions and entertainment. 

This exclusive and conservative fam- 
ily-type club, which seldom permits 
photographers within its walls and shuns 
publicity, was organized in 1927 (opened 
in 1928) by a group of winter colonists 
to provide a place here comparable to 
the clubs they enjoyed “back home”, 
and an opportunity to meet friends of 
like interests in an informal, casual at- 
mosphere. A few of the founding fathers 
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of the club still belong, and there also 
are many old timers on the staff, in- 
cluding Leo Joffret, Joe Cerdini and 
Frank Cibula, now manager. 

The Bath’s club’s smorgasbord table 
with its carved ice molds is long famous, 
and popular. The Spanish style build- 
ing changes little, by special request of 
members, although air-conditioning and 
heat have been welcome improvements 
and a new interior decor lets in Florida’s 
famous sunshine. 

The magnificent Indian Creek Coun- 
try club is so exclusive it is located on 
Indian Creek Island where uniformed 
guards forbid entrance of sightseers, and 
stop visitors to the area to inspect their 
credentials and inquire as to their reason 
for entering the area. Residents of In- 
dian Creek Island are members of the 
Indian Creek club, which has an impres- 
Sive roster of winter and year-rouad 
residents, and the huge building and 
palm - studded grounds bespeak of 
sumptuous entertaining and _ gracious 
living.

Beach is present president; genial Rob- 
ert J. Grant, manager, is responsible for 
the elegant functions for which the club 
has become famous. 

When guests arrived at the club’s 
opening ball this season it was to the 
strains of swinging violins and “A Night 
in Vienna.” Decor of the dining room 
of the high-ceilinged Spanish type struc- 
ture was indeed regal for this occasion, 
with 18 violinists standing on the band- 
stand, as they played. The several hun- 
dred guests dined to the strains of Vien- 
nese waltzes before the regular orchestra 
arrived for dancing. 

During the last few years. the in- 
terior decor of the already massive and 
magnificent Indian Creek club has been 
modernized and its facilities expanded.

Of course, one of the oft-asked ques- 
tions about any such establishment per- 
tains to accessibility. Old Port and 
Lost Tree have all the facilities for easy 
reach. 

Helicopter ports have been provided 
for the discerning traveler who wants 
the quick and coming way of air travel. 
Inside a few minutes, a fellow can visit 
Miami, and still make it back in time 
for nine holes of golf in the late after- 
noon. Or one can make the trip by 
water and use the facilities that are 
planned by the corporation. 

A special channel is being dredged 
from the Intracostal Waterway to the 
harbor of Old Port, permitting boats 
and yachts to go up from Palm Beach. 

All in all, the story of Old Port Vil- 
lage and the Lost Tree Golf Club is 
summed up in the word comfort.

in the summer 
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he language of skiers, national, international, or just the backyard variety, 
is quite as verbose as with any sport—plus a bit more. 
To wit: When snow, the lifeblood of slope enthusiasts, falls, it becomes 
fast if dry and loose, conversely slow, if tight and dense. 
And then it may pass through the “corn” stage — a perilous balance between 
fast and slow, dry or wet. 


Nonetheless, all “buffs,” or ‘“‘sheers,’”’ or in a more common reference, 
skiers, have discovered of late that the time of vernal equinox does not 
necessarily constitute an end to their hillside careening. 


They must only proceed to a point where the Autumnal Equinox is in effect 
while the Vernal wreaks havoc on the European slides: the newly discovered 
resort of Portillo, access to which is quite simple from Santiago, Chile. 

It is on the slopes of the Andes, practically untouched for years, that the new 
snows begin creation of some of the longest and most magnificent ski runs 
just at the time when the spring suns are destroying those of Europe. 

Portillo, which has slumbered as a resort for many years, is a close relative 
to the Zugspitz in that it is a resort by, for, and dedicated to skiers. 


It possesses one large and comfortable hotel, practically a self-contained 
spa, while outside the long uninhabited slopes stretch through gentleness, 
into superb slalom areas, to the horrendous six-mile run where “buffs” 
have been clocked at over 100 miles per hour. 

There is even a run from the Hotel to the next railroad hamlet — where 
you merely catch the local right back to the point of departure. 

The entire Hotel Portillo area is so devoted to skiers and skiing that if you 
are not capable of motion on the hickories, you are not capable of any motion. 

Five ski lifts are in operation daily, and with the only accomodations 
being the 130 rooms of the hotel, there is little of the difficulty found on 
the slopes of Europe: The famous line-ups. 

A magnificent ski-run, with a 4,000 foot drop, is nearby. Catch the 
train from Portillo, ride to the point of peace marked by the “Christ of the 
Andes,” walk a short distance — and you then ski back to the HOF — 
down an uninhabited, uncrowded, and unspoiled vista that is almost always 
traversed over more than a hundred-inch base of snow.

TRAVEL 
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odes and methods of transport on 
the island of Palm Beach have, 
for nearly a century, been of a 


most uncommon nature. Uncommon, 
not only in method, but in time and law. 

The Town of Palm Beach through the 
years has: Forbidden horses on the 
Island, outlawed bicycles anywhere ex- 
cept on shell-covered paths, restricted 
the automotive engine and operated one 
of the greatest hotels in the world with- 
out a single overland access point. 

The Island possesses a relatively short 
mobile history — considerably under a 
century — for even the arrival of the 
great transportation pioneer, 
Flagler, it remained away from the 
beaten path of commerce, separated 
from the mainland by a body of shallow 
water and sawegrass. 

That it was remote was illustrated in 
a graphic account of travel in the area 
five years after Palm Beach had been 
selected as the site of a new “American 
Riviera” by Mr. Flagler: “. .. we ride up 
on the old trap then called a hack, the

motive power being mules that had not 
been curried since their arrival in Dade 
County ... and seem on the point of 
lying down to sleep at any moment.” 


The writer was an unknown adventur- 
er travelling through the Lake Worth 
area; “. . . with little to relieve the eye 
as the road either followed the saw grass 


flats .. . or is in the low beach scrub.” 

Mobility came to the isle in a hurry, 
as illustrated in a then dramatic account 
rendered by Mayor George W. Jonas: 
“There is going to be some lively doins’ 
in Mayor’s Court if certain auto drivers 
do not mend their ways . .. many near 
accidents have occurred in the past few 
days and in one instance two machines 
crashed into each other with disastrous 
results to both. . .” 

The first account was written in 1893, 
the second in 1920. 

It was in the 27 intervening years that 
the true growth of Palm Beach lies — 
the period that saw the advent of the 
railroad, bridges, and occupancy of the 
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Island by persons that required fast 
movement from city to city. 

Transportation in Palm Beach re- 
versed historical trends that had been 
established for thousands of years — 
that of blazing a road, and then settling 
the opened area. 

In an extremely rare oddity, the first 
of Palm Beach’s great hotels, ‘The 
Royal Poinciana,’”’ was constructed and 
ready for occupancy before the railroad 
had inched into West Palm Beach, be- 
fore a single bridge spanned Lake Worth, 
and before a good usable road was paved 
south of Eau Gallie, about 100 miles to 
the north. 

All material used in it’s construction 
was transported from northern origin 
points down the river to Jupiter and 
Lake Worth Railroad, and once again by 
barge over Lake Worth. 

Even the Jupiter railroad was an od- 
dity. It ran only eight miles, from Jupi- 
ter to Juno, used very tiny stock, and 
was named the “Celestial” because of 
it’s run. It traversed the acres covered

by towns bearing celestial names: Mars, 
Venus, Juno and Jupiter. 

However, pioneers of that era con- 
sidered it an extremely valuable asset 
until the Florida East Coast Railroad, 
with it’s full size track and higher haul- 
ing capacity, pushed south into West 
Palm Beach. 

It was evident that the future of the 
Island lay in accessibility, and Flagler 
constructed a railroad spur across the 
lake, to the point where “Whitehall” 
now stands, and began carrying materi- 
als for his second luxury hotel; the Palm 
Beach Inn, later to be known as The 
Breakers. 

Following construction of the spur and 
it’s accompanying bridge, the Island 
gained both in stature and population. 
Arriving guests were transported direct- 
ly to the door of either hotel, and a 
small line ran across the Island making 
accessibility to either quite certain. 

Vehicular traffic still remained in a 
very limited state. The train, which 
backed onto the Island, had to compete

with the only other rolling stock about, 
excluding bicycles and wheel chairs; a 
bob-tailed little ‘‘trolley” car propelled 
by one-mule power, that used the tracks 
to carry guests between the Breakers 
and the Royal Poinciana. 


When a train was due, the conductor 
of the trolley merely bumped his vehicle 
off the tracks, and bumped it back on 
after the train had passed. 


The long battle to win ready access 
to the north seemed about over. A 
bridge existed, the railroad was oper- 
ating, and guests and residents flowed 
in. 

Then came recantation. At the turn 
of the century horses were banned from 
the Island, bicycles were forbidden on 
any path or road that was not shell 
covered — and they were rare, and the 
leisurely life, on foot, began. 


The age of inventiveness entered. 
To relieve the effort of floundering 
about in the sand, encumbered with 
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Bert and Richard Morgan 


heavy clothes that were the style of that 
day, a small light and quiet vehicle came 
into existence. It became known as the 
“Afromobile,” usually containing four 
wheels, quite similar to those on a bi- 
cycle, holding a wicker chair between the 
main runners, and having a bicycle rider 
perched on the empennage furnishing 
motive power. 

Since they relieved the traveller of 
contact with the sand, and were highly 
mobile and quiet, they became quite 
popular and are still very much in evi- 
dence. 

Those conveyances dashing quite 
handily about the golf greens, and the 
vias of the old town, known as Golfmo- 
biles, or Mardi-Cars, or by any other 
name, are every inch modernistic adap- 
tations of the “Afromobiles,” admirably 
suited for Island travel. 

It was a certainty however, that they 
would never have come into existence if

first the automobile had not arrived in 
a cacaphony of sound. 

In 1907, Ralph R. Owen, a daring and 
well-known touring car driver, at the in- 
stigation of the Motor Club of New 
York, tried a motor trip from New York 
to Florida. 

He expected to make the trip in 20 
days in spite of conditions: “. . . the 
roads . . . most are unknown to the 
drivers .. . and this is the first time at- 
tempt has been made... Due to the 
frightful conditions of roads in the south 

.. it took months ... if ever... to be 
successful.” 

Terminal point of Mr. Owen’s trip is 
not logged in the archives of any known 
local source. 

L. H. Green of New York, while stay- 
ing at the Breakers in 1922 said: “When 
I sold the first lot in Palm Beach to 
Richard Crocker . . . there was not a 
single road in this town ... nor an 
avenue . .. nor a park in town . . ab 
that time there was only what is known

today as the Lake Trail .. . and a few 
little pathways cut from the Lake to 
the Ocean.” 

He continued: “. . . within the past 
ten years... 15 miles of paved streets, 
30 miles of paved sidewalks have been 
completed.” 

Perhaps the advertisement in the 
Palm Beach Daily News of July 18, 
1913 was the turning point. It offered 
for sale, and read: “The Oakland, a car 
with a conscience.” 

The pace quickened, and when the 
Town Fathers decided to improve the 
one existing bridge open to vehicular 
traffic by placing a concrete slab over 
the top in 1921, and it collapsed through 
sheer weight — it didn’t take any time 
at all until they had erected a substantial 
structure that could support up to seven 
tons. 

As they said at the time: “... built 
to carry 7 tons of traffic . .. but bridge 
rules stipulated only four tons at a 
hime ac...” 
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In either event, enough strength to 
carry automobiles. 

The bridge between the Palm Beach 
of Henry Flagler and the genteel ladies 
garbed in dusters pedaling a leisurly 
way along the shell paths of the resort, 
and modern days of rapid transit, mon- 
oxide fumes, and high insurance rates 
probably had it’s last brick cemented 
into place when the Town Fathers 
granted a franchise to operate a series 
of bus lines on the Island, and in the 
Town, for a period of fifteen years. 

“There was but one stipulation other 
than the 15 cent fare: ‘... must be of 
good construction and suitable and a- 
daptable for the service to be render- 
(ee Raa 


The effect of old laws restricting 
modes of transport is in evidence today.

“Afromobile” has departed on a dozen 
tangents, all designed to produce in one 
media quiet, speed, smoothness, and 
comfort. 

There is the little “Golfmobile’’, pat- 
terned after a carnival scooter-car that 
can carry linksters in quiet and comfort. 

There are surrey-topped three wheel- 
ers holding wicker chairs over a min- 
imum of mechanical necessity, and then 
there are the deluxe four-wheel chrome 
beauties that are seen so often wending 
quietly among their bigger gas-consum- 
ing brothers of today. 

And if you should watch closely, be- 
tween the cars, and bicycles, and pedes- 
trians — you will even see a few of the 
old originals. The “Afromobiles” that 
plied over the shell-covered pathways of 
the “Royal,” or the “Inn” of a half-cen- 
tury ago.

Many interesting skindiving sites are 
found around New Providence Island. 
Some ancient cannon and the wreck of 
the freighter Mahoney which sank in 
1917 off Cabbage Beach, Paradise 
Island, can be explored a few hundred 
yards off Nassau’s shoreline. 

The tail of a World War II bomber 
lies off Cable Beach on New Providence’s 
north shore, and an LST is submerged 
off the eastern tip of Atholl Island, near 
Nassau. 

Magnificent reefs for excellent Diving 
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are located between Long Cay and Bal- 
moral Island, two isles less than a half- 
mile north of New Providence. 

Beautiful sea fans and coral gardens 
may be seen around Green Cay, a half- 
mile north of Rose Island, just off the 
northern coast of New Providence, at 
Goulding Cay. 

The Out Islands of the Bahamas, 
especially, offer a limitless playland for 
the diver.

Antoinette. In fact, if my steel-grey 
file of mental notes is in order, it was 
Mme. Antoinette’s own dressmaker, a 
Mlle. Rose Bertin, whose talent, befit- 
ting her name, rose to the realm of fash- 
ion acknowledging her as a founder in 
her creation of “fashion dolls” — cos- 
tumed in accepted styles of the period — 
which were dispatched with the urgency 
of a royal communique to other countries 
thereby alternating for today’s fashion 
magazines and televised couture trends 
from Paris to the Punjab. 

When the Directoire period emerged, 
it was the inevitable return to the clas- 
sic tastes of Greece and the glories of 
Rome that prevailed. The raising of the 
waistline, again attributable to the tire- 
less Mlle. Bertin, joined the grace and 
elegance of antigue design, and was ul- 
timately established as the Empire look 
by the presence and preference of Em- 
press Josephine. 

Clothes of the period following the 
French Revolution were light — even

sheer enough to make the leg percepti- 
ble without the benefit of monocle or 
20-20 vision. The fact the feminine 
limbs were swathed in tights was of small 
deterrence to a willingly spellbound male 
audience. 

My gratitude to our brother designers 
of France may seem obscure from time 
to time, but it would be pleasant for any 
man to report that it was thanks to the 
French Revolution — or any other — if 
not Mlle. Bertin herself, that the female 
leg finally met with its current level of 
popularity and success as a spectator 
sport. 

Of course, there were unfortunate 
periods of recall and retardation during 
the 1840’s and 1940’s — “Victorian” and 
“New Look” -by name — which so 
lengthened and solidified the skirt that 
men were compelled to look elsewhere.

turies producing those long, trailing 
skirts that had to be lifted in transit to 
avoid calamity. These revealed, beneath 
their opaque exterior, layers of lacy pet- 
ticoats for consideration. One talent of 
the age, was Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec, 
whose artistry captured and communi- 
cated an era of total fashion exuberance, 
in spite of limited exhibition. 

The 1920’s prompted post-war styles 
that welcomed female legs back in all 
their glory, giving them ample freedom 
to “Charleston” or “23 Skidoo” at will. 
While it seems as unpardonable neglig- 
ence to me, interest in legs diminished 
by the thirties, and designers were 
obliged to shift ocular interest to the 
backs of these beautiful women. Styles 
were dipped even to the waistline in 
back, setting a trend that must have 
eventuated in today’s modified garden 
or patio designs. 

Moralists during history’s most tur- 
bulent periods of fashion have been 
vehement in their disapproval of de- 
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colletage from any angle, curve or con- 


tour. Clothes, as opposed to styles, were 
intended solely as protection against er- 
ratic climates, they argued. Oddly 
enough, the same arguments can be 
heard today. Modesty became the nat- 
ural enemy of mode... and the tourna- 
ment isn’t over by a long shot. The 
match is still in progress from St. Moritz 
to Southampton. Foreign correspon- 
dents even report that isolated bursts 
of fashion and feminine desire are taking 
hold in points as remote as Sevastopol. 
The two camps of couture remain em- 
battled. Skirmishes are vigorous and 
continuous, and I personally doubt that 
the campaign will not be called a draw, 
as a result of its longevity. 

Somehow, disarmament is no answer 
to this contest, as it would seem parti- 
san to the one cause. And compromise, 
which might seem a reasonable course of 
action, is brushed aside by both factions 
as being ridiculous.

The surge of identity is upon us in all 
fields where fashion is a selling force. 
It might be easier to name one where it 
isn’t. And as one designer who con- 
siders the spirit and extension of in- 
dividual characteristics essential to any 
good design, I welcome the new wave. 
In direct opposition to certain “buy- 
laws” of the trade, I prefer to define 
fashion as a form of art, rather than a 
commodity. This accounts in part for 
my reputation as a renegade. To my 
own way of thinking, fashion’s pulse of 
identity is, after all, the beat that leads 
to discovery and reduces the likelihood 
of some dreary mediocrity taking hold. 

Imaginative daring in design is one 
gamble, but it must be used most effec- 
tively to produce the proper impact on 
elegance. I think the same theory holds 
true for women intent on good taste in 
their own right. 

Fashion, like art, demands a culti- 


vated eye, sure touch, and _ personal 
flair for perspective. Similarly, the best 
designs are never obscure, abstract-by- 
exaggeration, or devious. They are live- 
ly, straightforward and direct. To wit, 
communicative. They have a poise and 
impact of their own, or they have a cer- 
tain air of ease and excitement. I’ve 
often wondered why it has never become 
a practice for artists — even art critics 
— to comment on couturier collections. 
Essentially, fashion has a mode to com- 
municate — an attitude, a message — 
just as a painting must. My point, at 
least, is relative. 

Fashion can, in my opinion, be as com- 
pelling a force on identity, male and fe- 
male, as are strong faces, hands and 
clear, brilliant eyes, or facial expression. 
Past, present and future influences on 
fashion will probably intensify its 
strength and potential as a force to the 
mind’s eye. 

Prolonged dwelling on the shape of 
things to come — particularly in 
women’s fashion — becomes a frighten- 
ing diversion, especially when designers 
realize it is one among our very midst 
who is likely to devise it. 

I submit that advice designed exclu- 
sively for March ’63 and the upcoming 
Easter Parade might be “Hold On to 
Your Hats!”

Full 
day and half-day excursions are offered. 

The Abacos afford superb diving in 
the summer. In winter, the seas are 
sometimes too rough for ideal diving. 

This island complex, however, has a 
long and interesting maritime history. 
The Abacos are strewn with wrecks, 
some dating back centuries. 

A broken reef along the west coast of 
Abaco, stretching some 85 miles north- 
west from near Man O’ War Cay to 
Walker Cay, is liberally sprinkled with 
cables, anchors, ships’ iron works and 
cannon — every hundred yards in some 
places. Wrecks are particularly plenti- 
ful in the area of Double Breasted Cays 
and Romer Cay. 

Lush sea gardens and a number of 
wrecks can be viewed in waters off the 
eastern coast of the Abacos. 

Skindivers may enjoy the sight of nu- 
merous wrecks and a great number of 
reef and ocean fish in an area from 
Sandy point in the southern Abacos 
along a string of cays stretching north- 
west toward Grand Bahama Island. 

The Elbow Cay Club at Elbow Cay, 
Abaco, rents air cylinders, regulators, 
masks, snorkels, fins and boats and 
offers excursions and treasure hunts.

who plunges into the waters off Andros 
Island, the largest in the Bahama arch- 
ipelago. Running along the eastern 
shore of the island is the second longest 
barrier reef in the world. This reef is 
a skindiver’s dream. Guided tours are 
conducted by Dick Birch at Small Hope 
Bay Lodge at Fresh Creek, Andros. 

At the Forty Fathoms Club and the 
Avis Bimini Club, Bimini, complete 
SCUBA rigs are available and experi- 
enced instructors and guides take groups 
of up to 16 persons on tours. 

Almost all charter boats have skin- 
diving equipment aboard and the cap- 
tains are familiar with good diving loca- 
tions throughout the Bahamas. Many 
Nassau hotels, marinas and shipyards 
also stock skindiving equipment. 

Rental rates for air cylinders average 
$5 a day; refills are about $2. Regula- 
tors rent for about $5 a day. Masks, 
snorkels and fins are rented for $2 daily. 

Snorkeling is perhaps the easiest and, 
for the inexperienced swimmer, perhaps 
the safest way to view the underwater 
marvels of the Bahamas. 

With face mask, snorkel, and fins, the 
“diver” can float face-down in the shal- 
low, clear waters and, in depths of only 
a few feet, see a panorama of submarine 
flora and fauna. It takes but a few 
minutes to learn rudimentary snorkelling 
and the participant begins enjoying 
adventure from the very beginning. 

Dignified angel fish drift by the 
diver’s mask; striped sergeant - majors 
dart among the vegetation; the mottled 
bulk of a grouper hovers nearby, friendly 
and curious; and the yellowfin rockfish 
will follow you as you paddle along. 

To preserve all this marine life for 
man’s enjoyment, a plan has been formu- 
lated to set aside an area of the Exuma 
Cays and some of the waters of the 
south-central Bahamas as a land-and-sea 
national park. 

An organization known as the Ba- 
hamas National Trust is making a con- 
centrated effort to preserve the area for 
the park. 

At the Trust’s third annual meeting 
in Nassau last November, the Hon. God- 
frey W. Higgs, president, outlined the 
accomplishments of the organization and 
called attention to what still needs to be 
done to further develop the area into the 
first underwater and island park in the 
world. 

With the unlimited scope for under- 
water exploration that the Bahamas 
offer, it is certain that more holidayers 
will take the plunge and marvel at the 
sights of the sea.
